LOOKING AHEAD 

America has come to the parting of the ways. 
With a reluctant fare-well to the past, this nation has 
tumed her face to the future and to the momentous 
task of girding herself for the perilous voyage ahead. 

The easy-going days are over, and whether Bri¬ 
tain win or lose, or whether this nation enter the war 
or not, the handwriting on the wall points to years 
of arduous labor and sacrifice of which the country 
has only yet seen the b^inning. There will be no 
home in the land which will not feel the effect of the 
new period of total armed prepardness which we are 
just entering. 

The cost of supoi-ting an ams program is certain 
to rise above its present $40 billion sc^e and will af¬ 
fect, to a greater or lesser extent, the living stand¬ 
ards of 130 million Americans. Government, to an ex¬ 
tent hitherto thought impossible, will of necessity ex¬ 
tend its control over the life of the country, com- 
mandering and rationing production and materials. 

The unsurpassed pixiductive power of the nation 
will lie channeled to an unparalleled degree into the 
upbuilding of virtually unlimited amnaments. The roar¬ 
ing blast furnaces of the steel mills, the humming fac- 
toi-y belts, the flowing assembly of our industrial 
plants, will be devoted to producing the munitions, 
weapons and machines which make up the devastating 
ai'senal of modem warfare. 

Perhaps America wiU escape the ultimate sacri¬ 
fice of lives, of broken hearts and homes which war 
means.

It remains 
to be seen whether Russia’s 
forces can retreat faster than the 
swiftly moving German armies 
can race after them. 


Rus.sia’s decision to wage 
"scorched earth” warfare Is both 
an admission of the seriousness 
of the German advance and a 
forewarning to her invaders that 
they may meet the same fate 
; which overtook the armies of 
Napoleon. The Soviets, in the 
face of continuing Nazi guns, are 
embarked on a program of de¬ 
stroying all foodstuffs and equip¬ 
ment likely to fall into German 
hands: of removing all cattle and 
available trans|>ort to the rear 
lines. Vast, sprawling Russia, 
like China, has few strategically 
vulnerable areas. Becau.se its in¬ 
dustries are so widely scattered, 
it can afford to lose many towns 
and cities without seriously en¬ 
dangering its ability to resist. By 
adopting that same "scorched 
earth” program in its struggle 
against Japan, China has wrought 
a military and economic miracle. 
Today China is industrially, mili¬ 
tarily and economically far more

One more significent test. of 
collaboration among American re¬ 
publics ha.s just been made.

Specifically, the proposal asks 
that if any American nation 
.should find itself at war in de- 
fcn.se of its rights, it be per¬ 
mitted to use the harbors, air 
and naval bases, and other fa¬ 
cilities of its sister nations. This 
prepardness plan, If accepted, 
would enable the United States 
to come instantly to the aid of 
any Latin country, without hav¬ 
ing to obtain its consent at the 
la.st critical moment.
